REMARKS 

Applicants believe the foregoing arguments place the application in condition for 
allowance and early, favorable action is respectfully solicited. 

Applicants amend claim 1. The present invention, as amended independent claim 1, 
teaches a combination of elements including a feature of "at least one loader arranged at the first 
side of the substrate bonding station for subsequently loading the first substrate and the second 
substrate into the substrate bonding station". None of cited references teaches or suggests the 
feature of the present invention. Gaynes et al. describe "the conveyor 204 for loading the tile 100 
corresponding to the first substrate and the cover plate 101 corresponding to the second substrate 
into the tile align and secure station 17 corresponding to the substrate bonding station at the same 
time"; however, this is not "one loader arranged at the first side of the substrate bonding station 
for subsequently loading the first substrate and the second substrate into the substrate bonding 
station" as recited in the claims. 

Accordingly, Applicants believe claim 1 and claims 2-19 are allowable over the cited 
references.
